This troubled us, and we next sent a snecial delivery letter, uveing 
the return address of the writer of this letter, so that it would not i 
be associated with the earlier letter. Nothing has been heard in reniy 
to o The first letter was written January 10 and the second Jeonu- ~ 
ary 14. 


We assume that Dr. Sockman is out of town, and that the mail ie 
being held for him, but in view of the effort we have made, we would 
like some agsurance. A registered letter should not be lying in the 
lobby of an anartment houge. | 


If you know of some way of solving thie problem, we would be very 
grateful. A return envelove is enclosed. (Because the New York naners 
are not being published, and those several weeks old have been diecarded 
at our Public Library, we covld not check by a Saturday issue to find _ 
whether Dr. Sockman s name is still given ag minieter of the church. )
